 The Mississippi Appalachian Regional Office respectfully submits for the 
Appalachian Regional Commission’s review and approval the Mississippi 
Consolidated Technical Assistance Grant for Fiscal Year 2001.  ARC funds 
requested are $238,823 and matched with $138,824 of State funds. The remaining 
match will be from communities/counties requesting small discretionary funding. 
This match will range from 20% to 50% depending on the county’s ARC 
designation; therefore, we cannot give an exact match amount at this time.
